MARCH TO PROTEST 
NEW YEAR'S REVEL 


Demands Will Be Read to Mayor 
and Chief of Police After 
‘Town Meeting.“ 


CITES CITY LAWLESSNESS 


Farwell Says Wide Open Eve Will 
Increase Already Extensive 
Vice and Crime. 


EXECUTIVE DEFENDS 3 O'CLOCK RULE 


The demand for law enforcement on New 
Year’s eve took a new turn last night. 

A “town meeting to protest against any 
Suspension of the 1 o' clock closing ordinance 
on New Year's eve has been called for Mon- 
day noon. The gathering will be addressed 
by leading churchmen and attorneys, accord- 
ing to E. J. Davis of the Anti-Saloon league 
and Arthur Burrage Farwell, president of 
the Chicago Law and Order league. The 
meeting will be held in the First Methodist 
Episcopal} church at Clark and Washington 
Streets. 

At the close of the massmeetitng about 2 
o'clock 500 ministers wil! march to the office 
of Chief of Police MoWeeny in the city hall. 
The spokesman then will read to the chief 
the law defining the duties of the chief of 
police. Laws restricting the sale of liquor 
also will be read. 

Then the chief will be told the demand of 
the citizens is that he enforce the law on 
New Year's eve and use the entire police 
force to do it. The whole body then will 
march to Mayor Harrison's office and inform 
him of demands made on the chief for idw 
enforcement and request him personally to 
oversee the work, 


‘Farwell Lashes Police. 
“Ignoring the law must stop,“ said Mr 
Farwell. It is the business of.public off- 
clals to énforce the law. The city t overrun 
with criminals. Citizens are being mur- 
dered and the murderers are escaping. 

“Vice and crime are being winked at by 
police officials. These conditions must be 
brought to an end. 

“Every evidence shows these New Year's 
eve revelries are criminal in thelr excesses 
and start more young men and women on 
the road to ruin than a thousand ordinary 
saloons on ordinary nights. 

The official tolerance of this open viola - 
tion of law practically gives official sanction 
to other violations of law.“ 

E. J. Davis, superintendent of the Chicago 
department of the Anti-Saloon League of 
Illinois, who is in charge of the arrange- 
ments for the town meeting.“ announced 
Bishop Samuel Fallows, the Rev. James K. 
Shields, the Rev. Philip W. Yarrow, and the 
Rev. Jenkin Lioyd Jones will be among the 
speakers. 


Will Try Legal Force. 

Mr. Davis said a committee will be appoint- 
ed at the meeting and will be empowered to 
employ attorneys and take such legal steps 
as seem feasible to compel enforcement of 
the law, if the chief ignores the demands. 

It certainly is distasteful to any citizen 
to criticise the chief officials of his city, but it 
becomes necessary at times, said Mr. Davis. 

„ am the father of five boys. Some of 
these boys are just coming into young man- 
hood. I feel it my duty to these boys to - 
monstrate to the limit against the continu- 
ation of destructive conditions. How else 
can they know I am opposed to these things? 

“In this I am sure I represent the fathers 
of the boys and girls of this city. The offl- 
ciels are employés of the city. It is their 
business to enforce the law or get out. The 
Anti-Saloon league is in the fight for law en- 
forcement to the finish.” 


Methodist Pastors Critics. 

The charge that Mayor, Harrison and Chief 
MoWeeny will literally turn the whole 
city into a civic First ward ball by the New 
Year's orders was made at a meeting of 
Methodist ministers at noon at the First 
Methodist Episcopal church. 

Dr. William C. Godden, pastor of the 
Vincent Methodist Episcopal church at 
Ninety~-first street and Langley avenue, pre- 
sented a resolution requesting the mayor 
to instruct the chief to close the saloons 
and cafés at the usual hour. J. K. Shields, 
ussista..t secretary of the City Missionary 
society, objected to the mildness of the lan- 
gvege employed. 


Plan Stronger Resolution. 

“I protest, Mr. President, he shouted, 
“that that resolution is not half strong 
enough. If the mayor and the chief of police 
go ahead and allow the saloons to remain 
open until 8 o’clock in the morning, they are 
breaking the laws of the city jw as much 
as the commonest criminal, and they ought 
to be treated as such.

Thie suspicion fell ft, and 
although the police detained the gentlemen 
of the party for other reasons, the women 
were released. a 

When the two women returned to their dis- 
ordered apartment they determined to lead 
the honest life. Lottie Langton, the wife of 
Toronto Jim Johnson, now in prison at Wau- 
pun, Wis., for robbery, fed the canary and 
swung out the cage at the front door. 

Edna Collier carried the lean white cat to 
the kitchen and searched the cupboard. It 
was just like Old Mother Hubbard’s. Not 
even a crust for Beauty, the snow white 
poodle, reposed on the shelf. 


Home Trinkets All Are Gone. 

The flat didn't seem like home any more. 
Au the little personal knick-knacks—the 
sticks of dynamite and bottles of nitro-gly- 
cerin—were missing. Two cases of beer 
also had vanished since the police started 
prying around, gone with the 800 cartridges, 
the guns, and blackjacks.. 

And as the women investigated further 
they found vacancy where there should have 
been apples, oranges, and lemons. Gone 
was the fruit of the land, gone as com- 
pletely and as irretrievably as the skeleton 
keys and jimmies and black masks and the 
other articles which helped to feather the 
Clifton avenue nest.

LAND REFORMS IN ENGLAND 
TO CHANGE ALL CONDITIONS. 


System Will Be Made Chief Plank on 
Which Liberals Will Enter the Next 
Election. * f 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 24.—According to the Na- 
tional Weekly the government is framing, on 
the results of Chanceller Lloyd-George’s pri- 
vate inquiry into the land system, a policy of 
land reform which will revolutionize the con- 
ditions of rural life In England. 

A great political campaign will begin in 
January in support of thie policy, which, the 
Weekly says, will be the chief government 
plank in the next general election. 

It will constitute a great indictment of the 
present system directly challenging the land 
owners in reference to their dealings with 
thetr employéa, | 

It is added that the chancellor's inquiry 
committee describes.the housing comdition of 
the rural population as appalling and intol- 
erable and recommends a minimum wage for 
agrtculturel laborers. A big national grant 
will probably be demanded for this and also 
to establish a system of peasant proprictor- 
ably |

Records Give Evidence. 

It is a mute witness—the records of the 
organization—that b-ought out the evidence 
of political slush funds of various sizes.

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ALLIES PRESENT | 
TERMS OF PEACE 
Formal Demands on the Turks 


Would Change Map of East- 
ern Europe. 


SAY THEY’LL BE REFUSED. 


Decide Revictualing of Adriano- 


ple Later; Money Indemnity 
for Future Parley. 


LONDON, Dec. 23.—After several days of 
preliminary skirmishing, in accordance with 
the cherished traditions of oriental diplo- 
macy, the Turkish delegates today faced the 
real attack of the allies et the fifth meeting 
of the peace conference, which has a8 an ob- 
ject the settling of the war between the Bal- 
kan allies and Turkey. 

The victorious allies laid their most impor- 
tant cards on the table. These were in the 
form of territorial conditions which they had 
agreed to impose on the Ottoman empire. 


Allies’ Demands on Turkey. 

The demands as set forth were: 

First—The cession by Turkey of all 
the territory west of a line starting 
from a point east of Rodesto, on the 
Sea of Marmora, to a point in the Bay 
of Malatra, on the Black sea, and 
excluding the Peninsula of Gallipoli. 
Albania’s status to be decided by the 
powers. 

Second—The cession of the Rgean 
islands occupied by the Greek forces 
in the present war and by the Ital- 
fans in the recent war. 

Third—The cession to Greece of all 
Tuskish rights in the Island of Crete. 

The allies did not reveal today the finan- 

cial proposals which they will make to Tur- 


key, reserving them for a future meeting. 


Revictualing Adrianople Goes Over. 
Before the allles presented their specifica- 


tions today, the Turkish delegates announced 


their government was prepared to proceed 
with negotiations, leaving the question of 
revictualing Adrianople for discussion be- 
tween Turkey and Bulgaria. They aban- 
doned their previous request to provision 
Seutari and Janina. 

The formal] conference lasted only a quar- 
ter of an hour. The Turks listened to the 
prociamation of the fate of their European 
‘empire without formal comment and asked 
for an adjournment until Saturday to con- 
sider thé allies’ demands. 

In the informal conversation with the dele- 
gates, which consumed an hour, they assert- 
ed that it would be impossible for them to 
accept such terms, but that statement is in- 
evitable in meetings of this character and 
Was expected today. 


For Autonomy of Albania. 

The territorial profits of the war which the 
allies will divide are the same as those pub- 
lished Dec. 14, with the exception of the ar-

Consider Demands Prohibitive. 


During the long wait for the copy of the 
demands, and while disclaiming any desire 
to enter into a discussion of their merits, the 
Turks said that speaking unofficially they 
considered the allies’ terms to have been de- 
signed for the purpose of breaking off the 
conference. When the delegates had signed 
the document Rechad asked for an adjourn- 
ment until Saturday in order to consider the 


proposals and his request was granted. 


Among djplomats here the opinion preveils 
that notwithstanding what the Turks con- 
sider the unacceptable conditions presented 
by the allies, and what the allies declare are 
terms which cannot be reduced, peace ulti- 
mately will be concluded.

Both Houses of Congress May 
Refuse to Accept Pro: 
posal Made by Taft. 


CHANCE LOST T0 PEOPLE. 


Open Discussion of All Questions 


Would Be of Benefit 
to Public.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—[Special. ]—In 
spite of the benefit to the nation which would 
result from the participation of members of 
the cabinet in congreesional debates, the 
senate and house are not disposed to adopt 
the recommendation of President Taft that 
this privilege be granted. 4 , 

Curiously enough, it is the prospective serv- 
ice of William Jennings Bryan as secretary 
of state in the Wilson administration that 2 
the most formidable stumbling block in the 
way of the enactment of this legislation. 

Speaker Clark and Representative Under- 
wood have personal grievances against Mr. 
Bryan, growing out of his, opposition to their 
candidacies for the Democratic nomination 
for the presidency. 

In the senate Mr. Martin of Virginia, a 
close friend of Thomas F. Ryan, who was 
denounced by Mr, Bryan on the floor of the 
Baltimore convention, has no desire to give 
the Nebraskan an opportunity of appearing 
in the upper house to defend his policies and 
assail his enemies. 


Jealous of Its Independence. 

Moreover, congress ts exceedingly jealous 
of ite independence of the administration. 
Men who for partisan purposes are pressing 
legislation do not care to have the representa- 
tives of an administration of opposite politi- 
cal faith expose the weakness of their pom 
tion @t a time when the attention of the 
country is centered on the matter. 

Also, the members of congress realize they 
would be overshadowed by officials of the ad- 
ministration. The latter would be regarded 
as mouthpieces of the president, while the 
congressmen would be looked upon as merely 
expressing their individual views. 

The advantages flowing from the presence 
of members of the cabinet in the two houses 
would be of real importance to the country, 
the administration and congress. It would 
give the nation the benefit of a free, open, 
candid consultation between them upon the 
evils which at any’ time exist and the reme- 
dies which are proposed. 


No Means of Communication. 

It is the duty of congress to avail itself of 
the best possible means of information in 
relation to the measures of legislation on 
which it may be called to act. It is likewise 
apparent that the influence of the executive 
upon the legislative department should be 
open, declared, and authorized rather than 
secret, concealed, and unauthorized. 

No recognized official channel of communi- 
cation exists between congress and the ex- 
ecutive department except the message of 
the president save only in the case of the sec- 
retary of the treasury. The provision of the 
constitution is that the president “ shal? 
from time to time give to the congress infor- 
mation on the state of the union and recom- 
mend to their consideration such measures 
as he shall deem necessary and expedient.’’ 

The annual reports of the different secre- 
tarles are not required to be made by any 
law; they are made to the president by his 
direction, and he may communicate to con- 
grees the wiiole report or any extract or 
withhold it altogether, as he may see proper. 
Yet, so essential to proper legislation ts an 
accurate knowledge of the transactions in 
each department, that, by force of a cus- 
tom, the president accompanies his mes- 


secretaries. 


OCEAN WRECK SURVIVOR DEAD. 


John Conley, Last of Passengers on the 
Steamer Arctic, Succumbs at 
Age of 80. 


John Conley, last of the survivors of the 
Arctic, which sank on Sept. 20, 1854, nea: 
the place where the Titanic struck an ice- 
berg, died yesterday in his residence at 2943 
Wabash avenue. Of the 400 passengers on 
the Arctic only thifty-two were saved. Mrs. 
Conley is positive her husband, who was 80 
years old, outlived the others. 

Conley was on his way from Ireland jn 
1854. He went to the gold flelds of California 
and returned to Chicago in 1867. He opened 
a saloon at Desplaines and Quincy streets, 
where he continued. in business until last 
May.

DELHI, India, Dec. 23 — Baron Hardinge. 
viceroy of India, and Lady Hardinge escaped 


dach by assassination today bya hair. 


A fanatic threw a bomb at them from a 
' fousetop as they were making their cere- 
‘monial entry into Dein, the new un 
capital. 
The viceroy was slightly wounded. Lady 


— escaped without a seraich. The 


umbrella bearer was killed and another at- 


 gendant injured. 


There is some mystery as to who threw the 
bomb. The house from which it was hurled 
was packed with men, women, and children 
about 150 of them altogether. It's believed 
& group of men standing om the roof near the 
corner of the building threw the mééstie. 

They dispersed after the bomb struck, but 
‘pot before crying out in Hindustani words 
expressing satisfaction that the alm had been 
true. 

Before the police could surround the build- 

tere men had escaped. 
Several fugitives were caught in a blind 
alley back of the building and arrested.

Unable to Find Motive. 

The motive for the attempt is unknown. It 
will be impossible to hazard a guess wntil 
it is positively known whether the miscreant 
ig 4 Hindu or a Mussulman. 

Fears are expressed that it may have been 

a manifestation of Moslem resentment at the 
British occupancy of the ancient Moham- 
medan capital of India. 
It is asserted that London received a 
warning some time ago that violence would 
de attempted by Mohammedans on the oc- 
casion of the ceremonial entry of the viceroy 
into this city. 

A portion of the projectile struck Baron 
Hardinge at the back of the right shoulder 
and along the inner border of the shoulder 
blade. It passed upwards and issued through. 
the skin along the upper line of the shoulder, 
causing a wound four inches long and ex- 
posing the muscle and bone. There Was no 
injury to the viceroy’s lungs. 

Other fragments of the bomb caused slight 
wounds on the neck. There was a moderate 
loss of blood, the shock was severe and some 
deafness was caused by the explosion.

The howdah was covered 
with imperial purple drapings decorated with 
Bold lace and tassels.

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ACQUITS WOMAN OF MURDER 


Paris Jury Frees Mme. Bloch, 
Who Killed American Rival. 


BROKEN HOME HER PLEA. 


Magistrate Denounces Husband of Ac- 
eused as Criminal in Case. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Dec. 23.—Mme. Gaston Bloch, the 
novelist, who on July 31 last shot and killed 
Mre. James E. Bridgman, formerly of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., and wife of a Scotchman en- 
gaged in business in Paris, was acquitted 
today. 

It took the jury only twenty minutes to de- 
ede that Mme. Bloch was justified in what 
she had done. Her plea was that Mrs. 
Bridgman had broken up her home. 

“Mrs. Bridgeman betrayed me and robbed 
me both of my husband and of my house. 80 
I killed her,“ she said. 

The acquitted woman was condemned, how- 
ever, to pay one franc damage in connection 
with the civil action of which the shooting 
was the basis. 


Defendant on Witness Stand. 

Mme Bloch took the witness stand and the 
judge asked her what her motive was in kil- 
ing the American woman. The French 
woman said it was jealousy. 

The judge mused a few momenta, and then 
remarked : 

„I believe, as a result of my long experi- 
ence, that time cures jealousy.” 

He then asked the aggrieved woman 
whether Mrs. Bridgman or her husband had 
been the Criminal. To this Mme. Bloch re- 
plied, saying: 

“ All husbands deceive their wives. Mine 
had had mistresses, but she [Mrs. Bridgman] 
wae no passing fancy. She usurped my place 
and learned the most intimate secrets of 
my lite.“ 

The examination of Mme. Bloch then turned 
to her version of her three visits to Mrs. 
Bridgman, who refused to surrender M. 
Bloch to his lawful wife and who advised 
Mme. Bloch to follow her unfaithful spouse's 
example and take a lover, and also the ver- 
gion of her three visits to Mr. Bridgman, 
the uusband of the American woman, when 
Mme. Bloch informed Bridgman’s son, aged 
90, of his mother’s conduct. Mr. Bridgman 
denied she made the visits. 

Mr. Bridgman is alleged to have declared 
that the affair must stop, or she (Mme Bloch) 
could kill Mrs. Bridgman like a dog. 

When Mr. Bridgman turned his wife out 
and began a suit for divorce the American 
woman went to an apartment on the Rue 
Vignon. Mme. Bioch had believed her riva) 
was in England, until some one sold her the 
American woman's address for 3 francs and 
a pair of boots. 


Husband Scored by Justice.

@tand her husband was called. He admitted 
full responsibility for the drama, which he 
gaid was due to his unwillingness to abandon 
Mrs. Bridgman.

El Paso, Tex., Dec. 23—Casas Grandes, 
the moat important town in the ranching 
and lumbering district southwest of Juarez, 
has been taken by rebels personally com- 
manded by Gen. Pascual Orozco Jr., it was 
reported today from official sources. 

Confirming this report, S. D. Ambrose, an 
American hotel man of Comumbus, N. M. 
arrived here today. He was in Ascencion at 
the time of its capture last Wednesday and 


talked with Gen. Salazar, whose forces took 


the town. - 

While there a messenger arrived directly 
from Gen. Orozco with a letter from the rebel 
leader saying he had taken Casas Grandes 
and defeated Blanca 


Force of Blanco Entrapped. 
Blanco’s force was entrapped, the official 
rebel report says, in a cafion north of Casas 
Grandes. Aside from capturing many rifles 
and much ammunition the rebels secured two 
cannon. 

Details of the battles are lacking, but 
Casas Grandes was taken easily, Orozco 
wrote, as the federals left only 200 men to 
protect the town. 

By taking Casas Grandes the Orozco revo- 
lutionists control the Mexico Northwestern 
railway. which runs between Juarez, on 
the border, and Chihuahua City, the state 
capital. 

The territory tributary to the American 
railway, which includes the Pearson syndi- 
cate’s lumbering towns of Pearson and Ma- 
dera, and the San Pedro mining district also 
is brought under rebel rule. 


Attack on Old Town. 

The railway wires are not operating west 
from Chihuahua City or below Juarez and 
no railway confirmation of the town’s fall 
could be secured. 

The attack was made on old Casas Grandes, 
the largest town in the district. The rall- 
way offices and Ameéfi¢an homes are at the 
new town some miles away. It is believed no 
foreigners were injured. 

After taking Ascencion last week four- 
teen federal prisoners, including a captain, 
were executed in the public plaza, refugees 
Maj. L. C. Quinteros, the 
Ascencion federal commander, who escaped, 
has arrived at the New Mexico border with 
one seldier ag companion. He is held by 
United States troops below Hachita.

When Woman Tells Story Coroner Fost- 
pones Inquest Over W. R. Carle, Shot 
Dead in Room.

Evidence that W. R. Carle, fatally shot 
early Sunday morning in a room at the Cad- 
illac hotel, had been murdered caused the 
inquest over his body to be continued yes- 
terday. According to F. Rothschild, one of 
the hotel proprietors, and employés, Carle 
killed himself. The police at first were in- 
clined to take the sanie view of the case. 

Further investigation during the day, how- 
ever, developed the fact that Carle, who 
was shot in the rigtit side of the head, bore 
ho powder burns, which physicians say al- 
most certainly would show be he had shot 
himself. 

It also was learned Harry Williams, a levee 
habitué, had told friends immediatety after 
the body was found that Carle had been shot 
by a man after Carle had struck the slayer 
with a club. A clerk in the place told a story 
of the night's happenings at ‘variance with 
that of Bertha Gibson, companion of Carle 
on the morning of his death. 

The clerk said Carle got a room at the Cad- 
illac at 11 o’clock on Saturday night. The 
woman said she was with Carle at Freiberg s 
dance hall all evening and went with him to 
the hotel at 3 o’clock in the morning. 

He went to the hotel elevator with me.“ 
she said at the inquest, but left meat the 
second floor, where he had a room, I went 


on to my room on the fourth floor and he 


came up there a little later. He asked me 
to step out of the room a minute. I did and 
heard a shot. I ran in and he was lying on 


the bed with a bullet hole in his nead.
